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Professor W. R. Vance Made 
Dean of the Law Department 

As the University had to give 
up Dean Henry 8t. George Tuck- 
. er, it was most fortunate that 
there was such a worthy succes- 
sor as Prof. Vance at hand. The 
students, without exception, were 
wild with joy when it was an- 
nounced that one who had en- 
deared himself to all, as has Prof. 
Vance, was to he made Dean. 
Perhaps there was never a profes- 
sor who had such a place in the af- 
fections of the whole student body 
as he has. He has won them by 
his honesty, sincerity and earn- 
estness in all his dealings with 
them. The students have learned 
to depend absolutely upon what 
he says and to believe that he is 
imparting to theni the best of 
which he is cai»ahle, and to look 
upon him as a “man” in everv re- 
spect. ^ ‘ ^ 

Prof. Vance has been here two 
years, giving his whole time to 
the work. He was born at Mid- 
on -May 1870. 
Graduating with honors in 1888 
from an academy in Shelbyville, 
K.V., he received an appointment 
as teacher of mathematics and 
Latin in the West Georgia Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical College, 
at Hamilton, Ga. In 1890 he en- 
tered Washington and I^ee Uni- 
versity, winning the degrw of 
bachelor of arts after two years, a 
feat that has, i)erhaps, not been 
before or since accomplished in 
that institution. Being then ap- 
pointed to the Mapleson scholar- 
ship, he took his master’s degree 
- in 1893, and then, as incumbent 
of the Howard Houston fellow- 
ship, continued his"post graduate 
studies in History, English and 
Uonstitutional law. In 1895 he 
received the degree of doctor of 
philwophy, presenting as his 
thesis a brief historical treatus en- 
titled “Slavery in Kentucky,” 
which has since been published 
by the university. During the 
,\ears 1891-95 he was also instruc- 
tor in English in the university. 

, Graduating in law in 1897. he 
Itegan to practice in Louisville, 
K.V., but was shortly thereafter, 
elected adjunct professor 'of law’ 
in his alma mater, Washington 
and Lee University. In 1890 he 
was promoted to a professorship 
and began to devote special study 
to the law of real estate and of in- 
surance, in which branches his 
special interest still continues. At 
this time he began the work which 
he has recently published under 
the title “Vance on Insurance.” 


Upon Henry St. George Tuck- 
er’s resignation as Dean of the de- 
partment of law in Washington 
and L^ University in 1902, Prof. 
Vance was chosen to succeed him. 
In the following year he resigned 
this position to accept a profes- 
sorship in The George Washing- 
ton University. 

Prof. Vance is a member of the 
Virginia and American Bar Asso- 


ciations, and presented the minor- 
ity report of the American Bar - 
Association’s committee on insur- 
ance law at the Association’s last 
meeting at Narragansett Pier. 

In September, 1902, he was 
married to Miss Annie Wilmer 
Hume,*- oldest daughter of Dr. 
Thomas Hume, professor of Eng- 
lish literature in the University 
of North Carolina. . ^

President of the Jamestown Ex- 
position Company, and his elec- 
tion last year to the Presidency 
of the American Bar Association. 
He is eminently qualified for the 
execution of the diflScult work 
that ^his' present position entails, 
but the University would have 


l)een glad had his ability not been 
so patent that Virginia should 
search him out here, where he was 
doing such a valuable work.

The Swarthmore 
eleven is perhajm the best team of 
the smaller colleges in the East, 
and it could scai’cely be expected 
that George Washington would 
come back with the crown of vic- 
tory resting on its brow. Not- 
withstanding the odds that were 
against us, the boys played well 
and were a credit to the L’niver- 
sity. They learned many lessons 
from the game and the defeat will 
s])ur them on to l)etter tilings 
later in the season. The game 
was free from all unnecessary 
roughness, the officials not being 
obliged to warn a player on either 
side for rough playing. 

It took just two minutes to ; 
,,iuake the first toiiglbi^yn. , 
tain Crowell kicked off and sent ] 
the ball over the goal line. Stev- ■ 
enson touched the ball down for a 
touchback and punted from the 
2.’)-yard line, Crowell caught the 
ball and advanced it twenty 
yards. The Swarthmore then tore 
through our line for long gains, 
finally making a touchdown. 
Urowell again kicked over the 
goal line and scored on Steven- 
son’s punt from the 25-yard line, 
running fifty yards through the 
whole Washington team. It was ’ 
a very sensational play and de- 
served the round ot applause it 
brought forth. The remainder of 
the half was taken up in scoring 
two more touchdowns leaving the 
score at the end of first-half 24-0. 

In the second half our men took 
a brace and while they could do 
nothing against the heavy line of 
Swarthmore in offensive work, 
they held them down pretty well 
with their defense. The touch- 
down of Swarthmore in the sec- 
ond-half was earned by hard 
work. 

The game on a whole was a
